Laud Monopoly. 

A wi-itor ill iMiglisli joiirniil treating on 
this subjecl, ile.-'i;ribes lliu munopoly of 
land us " ail outrageous piece nf injustice, 
and an imtneusurable curse."- If primogeni- 
ture, and lenanlry render this remarls iruo 
in old countries, it is particularly true in ref- 
erence lu new ones. In the latter it retnrd.s 
settlement,; ob.;ttrncts iinprovemiint, checks 
efiterprise, and establishes a centralization 
ofpo ver ill the hands nfa few to. exercise a 
despotic iiillaonce over the actions" of the 
ma.ss of the people, who are nece.ssiTrily 
sutij<!Ct to llieir control as teiKUiIs-i\t- will, 
and not ut liberty to follow the ilictaies of 
tiioir own jihlgiiieiit in political aliiiir.s as 
indHpemleni treenion, Such a sysiein can- 
not be other than highly clelrimeiitiil to the 
best uiteresls of any country; f.ir where 
despotism — which is only another name for 
landlordism — takes the place of lhat personal 
independence— which results from posses- 
sing an iib.tulutu right and interest in the 
Biiil/— ioeiety re.<olve3 itself into" two great 
e.xtremes: the one reprenenting unbounded 
wealtii and power; the other squalid pov- 
erty, abject submission, and gro-ss iijiiorance. 

There appears t.i bo an oviiit'iit design on 
the part of ceriain individuiils in this as well 
as in the noighboriiii;: colonv, thus to monop- 
olize all of the best Crown Laml.s, either for 
the purposes of speculation, or to i.iy the 
fi)Uiularioa for the oslablislinifril amongst 
u.^ iif a laiuleil an-tocriicy, who shall event- 
ually, l>y virtue uf their we.illli and sioial 
posilion, usurp the e'llire maiiagemont of 
the allairs of itie couiilry; c/on'ti-jl its revenue, 
make ami a.lminisier ihe laws; appuini 
mauistiates; fill all Ihe offices of trust and 
emolument: and; with ti high band loid it 
over the people. That such is the desii;n of 
the parlies to whom we allude, we think 
there can be no manner tjf doubt ; and thus 
far they hiive been biit'tct successful.

But we entertain the opinion that such 
a course of proooduro on the part of of- 
ficers in the Ciown lands department is 
ileciiledlv unjii-l; i.s a public injury; and 
stops should bf taken furlhwiih lo slop il. 
The Lands' Deparliiieiit are paiil salaries to 
serve the public lii)iii'.slly ; not to segreyato 
the best laud for iheniselves. If they do 
iiol .serve ihu cnimtry, turn ihein nut. Gov. 
Douglas cannot be iyiioranl of the enisling 
slate of all'airs ; ami if such things be dojio 
with his coniiivaiico, ho cannot but bo 
equally guilty in using his high offiuB to 
cloak the deeds of his subordinates. Is it 
not'With hia , knowledge and consent that 
the Land ofiitsea in British Columbia, if not 
here,'are converted into an agency to reserve 
lands for prominent uflicials ; or can it be 
that he hiis any personal interest in the«« 
reprelioiisiblo land jobbing transactions 1 
There is certainly a screw loose somewhere ; 
and if Gov. IJouglas is not a pa'licipalor in 
these job.s, the loose screws shmiUI be light- 
ened up forthwith, so that there may be no 
more eoiitrabaiid iraliicking in real estate at 
tlie Colonial Land oliic cs.

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The New Skam of Coal at Nanaiuo. 
— Joseph and Matthew Keppel, coal miners 
from Nanaimo, waited on us j-esterday in 
regard to the new seam of coal lately struck 
that place. They were engaged in boring 
for the seam, and commenced work on the 
19lh of October of last year. For .some dis- 
tance they bored through a sinitii of sand- 
stone, and on the 20lh of December, reached 
a strata of conglomerate 22 feet thick ; after 
that, sandstone grit fur 22 feet ; then change- 
able bands and conglouierata for 24 fathoms. 
On the 25th of January enoounlered water 
and rough conglomerate ; on the 14th of 
iFebruary, dun-shell partings with indioa- 
lions of coal ; and on the 19ih, the seam was 
reached. The seam is 5 feel 4 inches in 
■thickness, and about 2 niile.s in length by 
the same distance in breadlli. Tlie depili 
<if the bore is 31) fathoms ) but where tiie 
«haft should be sunk, the depih will be 
wbout 50 fattioms. It will cost about i.'iOOo 
■for labor alone to sink a sluift. Tiie Me.^srs. 
Keppel have been 33 years in the coal 
, mine^. of England, nnd are of opinion that 
ithe coal is much belter than any herelefore 
atruck on the coast.
